Although a century has passed since these artists first arrived by steam 
engine, horse drawn buggies and Model T's to paint the beautiful rivers, salt marshes and rolling New England country 
landscapes, their artistic vision lives on in year-round exhibitions and sales of Impressionism and Representational fine art by 
today's Member Artists of the historic Lyme Art Association Gallery.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


T here’s a bright new role ahead for 
the Associate Artists and Associate 
Members of the Lyme Art Association! 
The Associate Artists and Associate 
Members have been granted a 
significant role in setting the artistic 
policy of the Lyme Art Association in a 
new set of Association bylaws that were adopted 
unanimously at an August 26 meeting of the voting 
members. 

Under the new bylaws, the Artistic Policy and 
Exhibition Committee (APEC) will now consist of 10 
members, six of whom will be Elected Artists (including 
four to be selected from the Elected Artists on the Board 
of Directors) and four APEC members will now be non- 
Elected Artists and can be either Associate Artists or 
Associates. Under the old bylaws, only the five Elected 
Artists serving as Board Directors composed APEC. 

The importance of this change is that now Associate 
Artists and Associate members will have a direct say in all 
of the LAA’s artistic policies and programs. While the 
Board of Directors oversees the nitty-gritty of running the 
Association, it is APEC that makes the important artistic 
decisions. These include creating and managing the 
exhibition schedule, setting the rules for the exhibitions, 
and working closely alongside Executive Director Bob 
Potter and Gallery and Education Manager Anna Swain to 
provide interesting lectures, demonstrations, and 
community events throughout the year. APEC also 
interacts in the development and execution of the art 
education program. In addition, it also oversees the 


Screening Committee each year, which is the first step in 
the selection process for selecting and voting on applicants 
for Elected Artist status. 

At the August 26 special meeting, Elected Artists had a 
lengthy review of the proposals for bylaw changes that the 
Bylaw Committee had worked on for more than a year. 
Many “technical” adjustments were made in the interest of 
clearer wording in the bylaws. Two other significant 
changes were: the elimination of the Spring membership 
meeting in favor of having one Annual Meeting in the Fall, 
and changing the composition of the Board of Directors 
to six Elected Artists and five non-Elected Artists. 

We recognize that bylaw changes can be controversial. 
We try them on like new items of clothing to see if they 
are going to fit. If they don’t, we return them and try 
others. That is the way the organization moves forward. 
Elected Artist Tim Martin has commented that words 
alone (meaning the Bylaws) neither assure the success or 
failure of an organization. Good will, determined work, 
and especially inspiration on the part of all members are 
the most essential ingredients. We look forward to trying 
on the new APEC Committee and we hope it will fit well 
within the organization. 

All of us owe special thanks to the Bylaw Committee 
of Loretta Bernier, Betty Chamberlain, and Judy 
Chapman, who along with the help of Attorney Charles 
Nessler, had the difficult and lengthy job of preparing the 
suggested Bylaw changes for a vote by the Elected Artists.

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Update on the Charles A. Platt Building Campaign

F irst, I would like to welcome Jonathan Carlisle and Nancy Schroeder as new members of the LAA’s Board of Trustees. 

They join Trustees Steven Ross, Anne Pierson, Nelson White, Peter Guerra, and Suzanna Dwyer in leading our 
organization’s development efforts for the Charles A. Piatt Building Fund campaign. 

I also want to update you on the significant progress underway for the continued restoration and preservation of our 
historic landmark building. With the Charles A. Piatt Building Fund goal set at $100,000 by 
year-end and a total of $250,000 by Fall 2005, the Trustees have secured leadership pledges 
and donations of $60,000 to date. These funds have already been put to work. 

So far this year, all of the galleries have been repainted and new track-lights installed 
illuminating our galleries as never before. The floors of the Goodman Gallery have been 
refinished and plans are underway to refinish the remaining gallery floors in early January. 

Further planned repairs to our building interior include: 

■ Insulating the skylights to preserve energy and lower heating/cooling costs 
■ Repairing the French doors in the Goodman gallery for security 
■ Repairing skylight windows in the Art Studio; replacing broken window shades 
The LAA’s unique shingle-style exterior is a hallmark of its architectural appeal. But 
after 83 years of New England summers and winters, repairs are needed for the building 
and other exterior projects, including: 

■ Replacing exterior shingles; repairing and repainting all exterior trim 
■ Resurfacing the entrance walk and driveway parking areas 
■ Improvements to landscaping and gardens 

In addition to member support of the Platt Campaign, the LAA has also applied this 

year for grants in the range of $25-$50,000 that support historic preservation, most President Jerry Litner oversees installation of
